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Secretary’s Report 

DR. W. M. SKIPP 

The regular monthly meeting of the Mahoning County Medical Society, was 
held at the Youngstown Club on May 19th, 1932. 

The speaker of the evening was Dr. Temple Fay, professor of the Neurolog¬ 
ical Surgery of Temple University of Philadelphia, Pa. 

The subject presented was “Intracranial Pressure Problems encountered in 
General Medicine.” 

Dr. Fay is a delightful speaker and presented material that is very im¬ 
portant to all of us, in that he stressed, “cut down fluids in all head injuries, 
keep spinal canal dry, the lucid period may be five minutes to six w'eeks, stupor 
with low spinal pressure, severity of symptoms are determined in what we 
find on all examinations of patient There are adhesions formed after head 
trauma which cause trouble in after life. Cortical spaces are destroyed due to 
pressure, and they never come back. Epilepsy following injury, there is a des¬ 
truction of brain tissue and atrophy due to increased pressure following injury. 
If blood is shut off from the brain for ninety seconds or under, no change takes 
place in brain cells, over ninety seconds a mild degeneration of cells occur, four 
minutes or over a marked brain degeneration occurs. The treatment of epilepsy 
is cut fluids, salt and meats. Give Phenobarbital. Do not over load any patient 
with fluids or his brain wall suffer. Death in Status Lymphaticus is due to ven¬ 
ous stoppage from brain by enlarged thymus. High carbohydrate diet requires 
two thirds more fluid intake.” 

The attendance to Dr. Fay’s paper w’as very good, but a business meeting 
called at once after w'as very poorly attended, which is very disheartening to 
those attempting to do the society business. Please attend the business meet¬ 
ings as your officers need your help. 

Dr. Michael John Kocialek was made a member of the society. 

Dr. P. H. Kennedy read the changes to our constitution which is required 
by the constitution. These will be mailed to each member, if you have any ob¬ 
jections or suggestions please communicate with this office. We would like 
all the suggestions possible. 

Since the first of May your Council has met regularly every Monday for dis¬ 
cussion and being advised on ways and means of opening our own collection 
bureau, central office, telephone exchange. These meetings have been with 
Air. Earl Huffman of the Co-operative Adjustment Co., Air. J. A. McGhee of 
the Aledical Bureau of Akron, and a representative of the Merchants Credit 
Bureau of Youngstown, Ohio. These meetings have been long and exciting from 
9:00 to 11:30 P. M. 

Dr. Claude B. Norris has been elected President of the Pittsburgh Derma- 
talogical Society. 

The following members of our society are ill. Dr, James L, Fisher is dis¬ 
abled with a broken leg, due to falling off a horse. Dr. John E. Lewds wrenched 
his back severely while playing golf. 

Dr. Arthur Smyth is still confined to his home. 

Our president, Dr. Brant, has been appointed on the committee of three, 
representing the State Aledical Society. This committee is knowm as the “Special 
Committee on Veterans’ Affairs”. It is composed of the following members: 
Dr. C. W. Stone, Cleveland, Ohio, Dr. Fred K. Kislig, Dayton, Ohio, and 
Dr, A, E, Brant, Youngstown, Ohio. 

On June 5th, 1932, your Council motored to Akron, Ohio, and spent several 
hours going over the set-up of the Medical Bureau of that City.

The profession of medicine is frequently criticised by those outside its ranks, 
and occasionally by one of its own members. Criticism coming from within 
should be of a highly constructive nature and as a general rule should be con¬ 
fined to scientific publications, being in poor taste when broadcast to the general 
public. This rule applies to Paul De Kruif in his quasi-professional state and 
to his writings in the Ladies Home Journal, because they constitute criticism 
and because they purport to come from an authority in the inner circle. 

With the impatience which the pure research worker so often exhibits to¬ 
ward the practitioner, he advocates in his article on Semmehveis—"Saver of 
Mothers”, a whispering campaign against any doctor or hospital who shall have 
a case of puerperal septic infection. In another article he takes the profession 
to task because all pneumonia patients are not treated with serum, and creates 
the impression that all hospitals are behind the times unless equipped with 
the latest gadgets such as the elaborate apparatus for the production of arti¬ 
ficial fever. In the June issue under a picture of De Kruif (wearing a beret) 
occurs the following caption—“He believes the more widely they (fundamental 
discoveries) are understood, the more quickly the public will be able to get the 
doctors to use them.” This last is apparently not written by De Kruif but is 
editorial comment by the Journal and we ask that you read it again to get its 
full significance. 

Dr. De Kruif’s hysterical utterances regarding puerperal sepsis have been 
well answered elsewhere, by other medical publications. We are more con¬ 
cerned with this latest slap at our professional face, in which the doctors arc 
represented as being so hopelessly reactionary that a direct approach is of no 
value. We are indeed surprised to find that the layman is to be used to prod 
us into activity when we have been having so much difficulty getting the aver¬ 
age family to take advantage of certain important and fully developed modern 
health measures such as vaccination, diphtheria immunization, health examina¬ 
tions and prenatal care. 

Would not these gifted writers and high class publications do a great deal 
more good in helping the profession to educate the public to the value of health 
methods which are generally accepted than in trying to expose the hypothetical 
short comings of those doctors who are slow to put in practice each new found, 
untried discovery? We dare to question the sincerity of such criticism. We dare 
to defend a profession which is slow in adopting new discoveries until they are 
thoroughly proven and acceptable for general use. We do not hesitate to say 
that there is no profession which spends more time in study and self improve¬ 
ment than ours. We are still the leaders in what is new and sound in medical 
practice and we do not need to be stimulated through an appeal to the general 
public.

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THE OLD MINUTES—III. 

JOHN BARLEYCORN APPEARS ON THE SCENE 
“Youngstown, Ohio, March-21st, 1874. 

A special meeting of The Society was called at 11:00 a. m. (rather unusual 
hour, showing that this was a special occasion). The object of the meeting was 
the discussion of the pledge presented by the Temperance League. It was 
thought by some of the members that in two ways the pledge compromised the 
dignity of the regular profession: 1st, in that we were not allowed to exercise 
our judgment in the prescribing of alcoholic stimulation, but were restricted 
by the doctrines of the Temperance League as laid down in the pledge which 
they themselves had constructed. 2nd, the signing of this pledge necessitated the 
promiscuous association of our names with the numerous irregulars, charlatans, 
and quacks of this city. 

On motion a committee of three consisting of Drs, Buechner, McCurdy and 
Whelan was appointed by the president, to construct a resolution which should 
embody the expression of the Society in regard to the prescribing of alcoholic 
stimulants. After retiring FOR A MOMENT the committee returned with the 
following, viz: 

Resolved, we the undersigned members of The Mahoning County Medical 
Society, recognizing our responsibility in the practice of our profession with 
reference to alcoholic stimulants, do hereby agree to promote the cause of 
temperance by exercising our discrimination as is compatible with justice to 
our patients. 

On motion the foregoing was unanimously accepted and the committee dis¬ 
charged. The resolution was signed by all the members, and the secretary was 
instructed to submit the resolution to The Temperance League, and further to 
ask in return the pledge already signed by some of the members”, 

It is evident that the society did not intend to mince words on the subject. 
The unanimity of opinion, and the promptness and precision with which the 
resolution was drawn and passed, requiring but a moment for the whole trans¬ 
action, suggests that sentiment was well crystallized on the subject and that 
the meeting was a mere formality. We doff our bonnets to the old boys for 
the tact and firmness with 'which this delicate situation was handled. The reso¬ 
lution is a masterpiece. It states in a few words the attitude of the profession 
to which most of us still subscribe. 

It may be a coincidence that the Society, very shortly, had an illustration of 
the therapeutic value of alcoholic stimulation, which is shown in the following 
case report: 

“Youngstown, Sept. 9, 1874. 

. . . Dr. Fowler, the essayist of the evening read an essay on “Callous 

Ulcers” which was very interesting. The essayist himself has been the victim, 
for several years, of a peculiar form of skin disease which showed itself only 
on parts of his person exposed to the air directly (involving) his face and neck 
where not protected by nature’s covering also the wrists between glove and coat 
sleeve. It did not make its appearance at any other point through the entire 
course of the disease. He was unable to determine the exact cause of the disease. 
He had tried various remedies faithfully, excision as well as topical applications, 
and constitutional treatment embracing everything that held out the least 
promise of benefit. He says that almost as a last resort he was advised to use 
Brandy in small and frequently repeated doses. Of this he consumed about 
TWO GALLONS and now thought that he had control of the disease.”—L. S. D. 
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Standardization Technique—Prevention of Goiter 

% 

We know certain things about the prevention of this disease, in that if we 
give Iodine in small amounts there will be a decrease in the number of cases. 
This was definitely demonstrated in Akron’s public schools by Marine in 1916. 
His method was to give the school children fifteen grains of Sodum Iodide once 
a day for one week, which was repeated twice a year. This decreased the num¬ 
ber having an enlargement of the thyroid, also decreased the size of the glands 
that were enlarged before the administration. This was given to children up 
to fourteen years of age. 

Our method of treatment is as follows: In children from five to eighteen 
years of age we give a small dose of some form of Iodine either free or com¬ 
bined, giving not more than one grain at a dose, giving the dose twice a week, 
say, Wednesday and Sunday, for two months, resting two months, and repeat. 
At all times keeping in mind that these children should be seen at least once 
every two weeks while taking the Iodine, watching for increased nervousness, 
increased pulse rate, loss of weight, sleeplessness, and a general run down con¬ 
dition. 

We feel that just as good a result with less danger of getting an Iodine intoxi¬ 
cation can be obtained if small doses of arsenic are used instead of Iodine. 
This is best given in the form of Ferrous carbonate (Blauds Mass.) and a 1/60 
to 1/40 grain of arsenous acid the combination known as Modified Blauds Mass., 
or Blauds with arsenic. This preparation should be given for three months, 
from ten to eighteen years of age, one tablet after each meal, under ten years 
of age two tablets a day. There are usually no unusual manifestations seen. 
Other arsenic preparations may be used but they require closer observation. 

All pregnant women from the beginning of their pregnancy should be given 
small doses of Iodine as recommended for children, but the dose should be a.t 
least three times a week. This should be followed through the lactation period. 
In addition she should have one-half dram of basic calcium phosphate or any 
calcium preparation, with fifteen drops of viosterol daily, carried through the 
lactation period also. The viosterol can be made more palatable by putting it 
into capsules. 

This does two things, in that it prevents the thyroid of the mother from en¬ 
larging greatly and prevents the unborn child getting a goiter. Also, in goit¬ 
rous mothers it tends to prevent cretinism in their children. 

In our locality where prevention is necessary we have to take into considera¬ 
tion focal infections. So to prevent a goiter be sure there are no infected teeth, 
tonsils, sinuses, or in fact an infection in any part of the body. 

We condemn the indiscriminate use of Iodine salt, because it is not under 
your control and because adults will use the salt the same as children and if 
they have a goiter it will tend to give them an Iodine intoxication. With the 
ingestion of too much Iodine certain individuals past twenty years of age and 
even young children will develop an Iodine Basedow (Iodine hyperthyroidism). 

This form of prevention can be used if two salt containers are used, one of 
Iodine salt for the children and one Iodine free for the adults, but at the same 
time having the children under your observation continually. For you do not 
know how much Iodine they are ingesting and it may be too much. 

We feel the better way is to prescribe a certain known dosage so that the 
results can be better checked, the untoward symptoms determined and con¬ 
trolled earlier and easier.

It will be noted by a careful study or comparison of the previous months 
report that the Municipal hospital cases increased from 21 to 25. Two of these 
additional cases being smallpox, one Diphtheria and one Erysipelas case. 

It will be noted that the report for the month shows a gratifying decrease 
in the total number of communicable diseases reported. The total number for 
May was 405 as compared to 467 in April. The greatest reduction being in 
the number of Diphtheria, Measles, and Scarlet fever cases. 

Unfortunately the number of Smallpox cases have only decreased by one. 
Unless special precautions are taken immediately to vaccinate all who have not 
been vaccinated, a serious epidemic may occur. The Health Department of the 
City of Youngstown asks that the medical profession assist, in every possible 
way to avoid such an epidemic.—C. H BEIGHT, M. D., Commissioner of Health.
